The men of the Pennsylvania Coal Company 
are working at a large advance on the Spring 
pay, but are not members of the Unien, and 
do not ask for its basis. It is said that the 
men in Schuylkill County have been sending 
funds to the Lackawanna region to sustam 
the strike. The Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad Company, the Delaware 
and Hudson Coal Company and the Hazleton 
Company resolved not to sccede to. the ex- 
treme terms asked by the men; and as these 
three great companies take from the market 
about three million tons per annum, so long 
as the late dispute lasted, it was clear that 
the price of coal would be yery high. The 
correspondence we published yesterday be- 
tween the former of these companies and the 
men, was terse but pointed. The telegram, 
as we have said, tells the result this morning. 
. But, though the miners are, it is said, to 
go to work again on Monday, we. cannot 
probably hope for an immediate reduction 
to any great extent in the price of coal, be- 
cause the business of six montlis will be 
forced into three. Nor will even taking off 
the duty from foreign coal—a proposition 
which has found general favor—have the de- 
sired effect, because. Pennsylvania holds 
most of the anthracite coal in the world of 
much value on this side of the Alleghany 
Mountains. The Pictou is bituminous coal, 
which could hardly be used for domestic 
purposes with us except in open grates, and 
oar Cumberland coal is also much better for 
steam. Pictou coal can now be bought, we 
believe, for about, $7 per ton, and Cumber- 
land coal for about $7 25—the latter not hav- 
ing advanced at all since the strike. 

, However, the public will ‘be glad to note 
that the work of mining is probably to go
